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War Protests Increase 
On Nation's Campuses

Armed service recmiters 
on campuses over the 
United Ststea had a touffli 
time last week and K-State 

saw some of the action 
usually reserved for the 
more liberal campuses. 

Twenty-one-slt-ln dem- 
onstrators surrounded a 
taMa ta flM UalOfa oeeaplad hy 
Navy recruiters, and held signs 
while they burned incense — their 
way of protesting the Vietnam 
war. 

But the Ineldeat at K-Stote. in 
compaHaea to ■eren other esm- 
puaes, was minor. Even the 
presence of Dow Chemical re- 
enilten last week sparked a 
masslTe protest at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. They also 
figured in disruptions at the 
Universities of Illinois and Mln- 
nlsota. The promise of disci- 
plinary action against protest- 
ers on most campuses may pro* 
vfito the aast aaairaa af sMtia- 
way. 

Catalysts for other demonstra- 
tions, peaeeful and otherwise, 
were a Navy reeralter at Oher- 
lla College, Ohio: a OIA re- 
cruiter at the University of 
Colorado ; a classified research 
eenter st Priaostoa Untvarsltr; 
and a contaraaee of defense eaa- 
tractors In Detroit, Mich. 

ftTlTJENTft FOR a Demo- 
cratic Society <SDS) were re- 
portedly instrumental In organ- 
izing some of the protenta and 
where they did not lead the 
gronp, still they were preteat. 

On three campuses police 
were shipped in from outside 
cities to daid with the acttra 
students. 

At Illinois the protestors 
achieved their Immediate goal 
— after 200 of them lat-ta la the 
doorway and corridor ontttde 
the office where Dow was re- 
cruiting, the administration can- 
eellad the eonpany's program 
there. They said action was 
taken "to avoid possible bodily 



Injury and destruction of prop- 
erty."

The show has been dasotlbad 
as a great diversity of baaaty^ 
vulgarity, exettenent, color and 
overlapping that is practiced by 
ceramic, sculptors, potters sad 
enamellsts all orar tfea U.S. aad 
Canada. 

The competitive exhibition 
was open to Ameriesn and Cana- 
dian potters, sculptors and 
enamellHtH.

Mike Hall, arts and sciences 
Henator, sponsor of the bill, said 
the bill was aimed specifically at 
the Collegiate Young Rapahll- 
cans (CYR) who had a resarrad 
Kf'ctioii for the Ronald Raa^a 
convocation on Oct. 2&. 

"Becanse It Is an all-anlvar- 
sity convocation no specific 
group should be allowed to have 
reserved seats," Hsil said ax- 
plaining the purpoKe of the bill.

U.8. epofceemen said at least 
639 Communist bodies have been 
counted since the campaign be- 
gan Nov. 3 with American troops 
blocking a North Vietnamese 
drive on Dak To. 

In the air, U.S. Jets flew 93 
missions against North Vietnam 
Monday, spokeamen said. They 
concentrated their attack on the 
southern panhandle supply lines 
feeding the Commuulsts faetng 
Hoehmuth's Leathermeks.

WHTHITA, Kan. (tTPI) — An 
ex-Wichita Stato University stu- 
dent today was In jail facing a 
charge of threatening to kilt 
President Johsaon. 

Attomeya for Cliarles Blaek- 
moa, IS. a eelf-avowed leftist, 

said they are trying to rednce 
the $2S.000 bond leveled against 
their elient. 

▲ttwaey James Johnston said 
Blaekmon "eannot recall any 
threat" he made against the 
Prealdent's life prior to John- 
son's Tisit to Wfahita Satnrtoy. 



Police arrested htm midnight 
Friday. Blaekmon 's attorney 
said the eomplalat allegae the 
threat was made among a group 

of students. A Wichita police- 
man was said to have been given 
the information of an alleged 
threat by an iafonn^t at the 
gathering. 

Threatening the life of a presi- 
dent is a fednal offense and car- 
ries a maximum penalty of $1,- 
000 and five years in prison. 

Blaekmon had been active in 
past Vietnam demonstrations.

Bat t|da Inter- 
twining comes from the mind of a Russian Intellectual 
who was 26 at the time of tbe Great October Revolu- 
tion and who died after 28 yeara under Soviet Com- 
munist rule. 

BVLtCxAKOV did not emigrate, aa many other writers 
did after tbe 1917 revolt. But he waa ander constant 
party line criticism and waa barred from pabUeatton 
by 1930. He began work on "The Master and Margarita" 
— which some critica praise aa the masterpiece of modem 
Soviet prose — in 1928. bat tt waa not publiahed oatll 
late 1966 and early 1967 ta two laatallmoota to the 
Soviet magazine Moskva. 

Bttlgakor starts with two modern Russian literati

•THB MASTBR** la a writer who has produced a book 
on Pontius Pilate and run afoul of the authorities. 
Margarita is an unfaithful wife who falla la love with 
tbe Maater, batvatua with Satan in tbe manner of Dr. 
Faustus and presides in the eerie ballroom grandear 
of the Devil's Sabbath before flying away— to wkal 
eternity? — with her illicit lover. 

Tbe retinue of Woiand— he la the DevU— eould have 
been culled from Lewis Carroll. There is Koroviev. the 
major dome who materializes out of air and wears a 
cracked pince net: the fanged Aiaaelto who la earthly 
muscleman for tbe lord of darkness, and Behemoth, a 
huge, talking tomcat that walks on its hind legs and 
doee trteka that would make an ordinary parior puaey 
tflnk Into a dark corner ashamed. 

WITH THIS colorful company, Bulgakov satirise* 
Moeeow life. Tbere aaems to be a parable on power and 
the corruption of power through cowardice. He deals 
heavily in political Mtlre and holds up tbe foibles of 
tte proletariat, envy and avarice, cupidity and cowardice, 
for the laughter of ridicule.

John Nooaan, associate dean 
of the graduate school, forcast 
a Blgniticant change at K-State 
as a result of the law. 

NOONAN SAID "Not all of 
the itndeata enrolled are go- 
ing to be affected, but a major 
group will be." He said the 
cradaate aebool has yet to oom- 
plle a Btudy of exactly who and 
how many persons will be af- 
feetad altboagh saob a ilady 
may be roqalrod. 

Noonaa reported there are 
258 graduate assistants teach- 
ing now and another 279 stu- 
doati worktag as ffoaioMb aa- 
nlRtnnts. Noonan said tbOM tlg- 
ures do not include the graduates 
who are working under grants 
from the National Aeronautics 
aad Space A^inistration or the 
National Seloaee Foundation. 

"Roughly ^Ignred about 10 
per oaat of tba fltaaaaa oa mapaa 
are being taught by graduate 
assistants," Noonan said. 

"IT IH somewhat Iroale/' be 
added, "that the goreniment 
awards a grant tor the student 
to continue hta education on one 
band and then pulls bim away 
from the grant the next mo- 
ment." 

Noonan discounted the Idea 
that students are in graduate 
work to avoid tbe draft. "I

Football Preparation Begins Long Before Games

■ACH OP Vinrai eondMi 

surveyed game films of oppo- 
nents from last year, running 
and re-running the films time 
alter time looking for the teama' 
tiTorlte pass plays, basic pass 
IWl|Kns< nialn running plays, 
tl^^M-riers, basic defenses, the 
strmigtli of the kleklag game and 
anytblng else that looked valu- 
fthlo in preparation of the up- 
eokilnf iftftson. 

"By the end of the summer we 
knew the past of most of our op- 
ponents," eoa«li Hindnuui Wall, 
administrative assistant and one 
of the four coaches who handle 
the ever important phase of fOOt^ 
ball called scouting, said. 

During the season the ability 
of these coaches to spot changes 
In the 1987 version of an oppo- 
nent depends a lot on the suc- 
cess of the Wildcats. 

''THE TOUGHEST Job during 
the summer was analyzing teams 
like Kansas, who had a turn- 
over in their coaching staff. We 
had to get films of UOLA wlwra 
Head Coach Pepper RodgOMl WM 
last year," Wall added. 

Opponento seohtlng K41tate 

have a similar problem. They 
have to look at Dick Powell's 
Florida State offense and CHIh 
son's defense from Tennessee. 

By the end of the summer 
State had a pretty good idea of 
what to expect from this week's 
Colorado, or any other oppo- 

AFTBR THE season started 
the four coaches, freshBuui coach 

LeRoy Montgomery, linebacker 
coach Sam Robertson, defensive 
end coach Bob Frazier and Wall, 
became responsible for addi- 
tional information to the team. 

It means that many times dur- 
ing the campaign these coaches 
are not along the K-State side- 
lines where they would like to 
be. For on Saturday afternoons 
these eoftche* take tnnia wateli- 
ing next week's opponent play. 

This is a busy and tough Job. 
The Big Eight conference, unlike 
some conferences, has a rule 
which imposes a problem on 
scouts. Only one scout may scout 
a Big Eight opponent and this 
may be done only one« dnrlng 
the season. 

K>8TATE COACHES follow a 
standard form in which they 
chart every offensive and defen- 
sive play during the game. This 
charting is done on cards which 
bak^een numbered from one to 
iBir both offensively and de- 
fensivt'ly, before the game. 

These cards, which are about 
S by S tnehes. have space tor in- 
formation which will tell the play 
of the game, ^own on a particu- 
lar series and the position on 
the field (30 yard line, 40 yard 
line, right bash mark, center, 
etc.). 

The card, after completed, 
also will tell the gain on the 
play. The bottom of the card has 
offensive and defensive forma- 
tions to fthow the piny that vm 
ran. 

"YOU ALWAYS PUT yourself 
as the scottt In the position of 
your opponenU' foe," Wall 
pointed out. "We have a system 
.'iSI^K^ses and minuses to indi- 
cate the position on the field to 
making aeovtlng Mmpler." 

"For example, if the team you 
are scouting is on its opponent's 
- 4S yard line, then It to at mm 
4 5. When the team moraft Into 
scoring position it then heeomes 
plus," he said. Wall's review- 
ing the system lo recall if he had 
tt comet attMted to its eon- 
plexity. 

"Yob BsnaUy get very Uttle 



out of the game Itself since yon 
are so busy filling out the cards. 
The Information beeames valu- 
able honra later back at the hotel 
room where the Information ts 
organised. Usually It takes about 
six hoars to do fUs," Im saM. 

CRIR MAY BE DONE in sev- 
eral ways and the system used 
Is the thing that makss the ta- 
fonoatlon valuable. 

To look back at the order of 
plays from tb« boglBBiag to the 

end of the game merely requires 
looking at the chronological or- 
der of the pre-numbered cards. 
This is only slightly valoable. 
The play a team calls in certain 
situations Is the thing of value. 

The basis tor K-State's prac- 
tlee sesMoas dnrtiig the week Is 
the information acquired by re- 
arranging the cards so that all 
third down plays with long yard- 
age are together or all second 
and short yardage or second 
down and long yardage are 
grouped. What Colorado Is in- 
clined to do in thsstt sitaatkns 
IB the thing the Wildcats want 
to be prepared for. 

THE FIELD POfflEIIOir also 
will have a bearing on the se- 
lection of the play. 

A number of small things a 
scout does can pay off in a big 



"B^ra the game I try to get 
thm snap signal. It's sort of a 
rhythmical thing that helps onr 
detsnse tamfliarise themselves 



with what will be coming Satur- 
day. We like to know whether 
the team calls signals with set, 
down, or some other system." 
Wall said 

"I also take a stop watch to 
amlyse the team's kicking game. 

I time the flight of the ball from 
the center lo the kicker and then 
the time the ball in in the air 
attor It is kicked. We use this 
information in ssttlng up our 
return game." he said. 

"A TEAM that takes longer 
to get rid of the ball will be 
more prone to having a kick 
blocked. If the kicker gets the 
ball away faster then we eoneen- 
trate on returns." he added. 

"The time the ball U in the 
air dietomtnea haw we prepara 
our return game. A high kicker 
like Coble ( Bob ) will have 
fewer returns," Wall said. 

Of coarse, the whole idea of 
seottttng is trying to analyse a 
team's strengths and weaknesses. 
This requires more than a one 
day visit to a Saturday game. 

"WE EXCHANGE FILMS with 
teams we are playing, subscribe 
to newspapers from the scbool's 
home, listen to sports broadcasts 
and talk to reporters," Wall con- 
tinned. 

After all the InformaUoa Is 
eompllod, the coaches meet Sun- 
day night to discuss the week's 
plans. Coach Powell takes the 
opponent's defease and pUuis the 
K-State offense against the Buf- 



faloes' weak points. Defensive 
coach Jerry Elliott plots hlS do- 
fense to stop the offense. 

On Monday, the results of the 
combined efforts are put to use. 
The Wildcats' freshmen use the 
opponent's A^mms a^Uast tha 
first and sasoKd sftrosi of tha 
varsity. 

THIS wraSK the K-8tate *red- 

shirte' are running the Buffalo's 
offense against the top two de- 
faarivs valts. Tke *rfNlsliirts* 
move all around the field using 
plays that Colorado probably 
will use in a similar situation. 

By the time Saturday arrives 
K-8tate coaches hare done 
everything possible to get the 
team ready for its opponent. Ex- 
ecution then becomes a big part 
in deciding the outcome. 

"Since our offense is quite 
complicated, we very seldom add 
plays to our offense for a game," 
Wall summarised. "We work on 
execution of the plays that we 
already have, trying to work on 
the ones that will be most help- 
ful in tha apcomlng game." 

WITH THI8. only one thing 
remains in prepsratloa of tha 
Saturday clash, mental prspara^ 
tlon of the team and fans, 

"Mental preparation is a big 
thing in football and we have to 
watch out for any letdown be- 
tween games. This is very sel- 
dom a problem with Big Bight 
toss like Nebmka, Kmsu or 
Colorado but it can be a prob- 



lem with teams that Are not 
familiar to tm or Um^ 

Wall said. 

"Once we have prepared the 
team physically and mentally, we 
ara ready tor Satsrday'a gaaa." 
he concluded.

Against Missouri, he said, the Wildcats played one 
of their best defensive games of the year and the over-all 
game was better than the KU game the week before, but 
the team sUU got heat U to 6. 

Sitiiotion improvvd 

But everyone will admit the football situation Is 
better now than It was in ptai years when everyone had 
to sit through the last 10 games of each season knowing 
that the chances of winning were minimal. 

While fan interest may be lagging slightly, the re- 
maining two games are very significant for Gibson and 
his assistants and they feel they can win one of them.

THE SlTRVirr was designed 
to give a prospective employer 
specific Information on labor 
■upply. Data was obUined on 
tbe age of tbe available Individ- 
uals, level of education and spe- 
cial akllU or training in addi- 
tfon to hia labor atatua. 
■ "The success of this survey 
indicates It may be feasible to 
develop prooedures and tech ni- 
nes whieb would make It rela- 
tively simple for any local chkm- 
ber to survey the labor-skill po- 
tential of its eommuttlty/* Hoeke 
said. 

"Of course, any such survey 
would have to be updated every 
couple of years. But we are 95 
per eent certain that oar infor- 
matlon concerning tbia facet la 
correct," he added.

Tbe United S^es ft wltoeMing m war be- 
tween wan and the battleground It PrealdeBt 
Jobnton't proposed 10 per cent surtax. 

If Congress grants Johnson his tax hike, the 
public finally will be getting the bill for the war 
in Vietnam. If the surtax bill is not pasted — 
and It doetnt te«n likely lhat It wlU be— tboae 
who will have to pay are the objeeta of aaoCbar 
^ar — the war on poverty. 

THE $30 BILLION that the Vietnamese war 
is costing the United States each year Is nearly 
15 times the $2.06 billion that Johnson has asked 
for anti-poverty programs, yet eoonomlien In 
the Home of RepreaentatlTet are talking about 
entttaig the poverty request hack to $1.2 billion, 
even less than tbe $1.8 blWon It waa granted 
latt year. 

Already anti-poverty projects are being shut 
down as funds are exhausted, and Sargent Shri- 
fer. director of the Offloe of Economic Oppor- 
tunity, bat tald that he will not pretlde over a 
poverty program tbl^ ladn tlUM flnanitfng to do 
a substantial job. 

EVEN IF the surtax Is granted, there prob- 
ably won't be enough money to both sustain the 
continuing enlargement of the Vietnamete war 
and pi^ for meaanret to befin beaUng tome of 
the poferty-caused sores that fettered Into 
irtolenoe In major U.S. cities this summer. 

It seems that the Vietnamese war It winning 
out over the anti -poverty war. 

The American public has been offwed two 
altemattvit: eoagh 19 tbe additional tax money 
that might hop^oUy pay for both wart for a 
while or cut tpendtng back to the bone. 

A CUT in the anti-poverty programs will lead 
to further trouble In our cities. Only when the 
cause of that trouble is cured will the trouble 
stop. And tbe cure will not be found In ontting 
tpending in this area. 

There it a third alternative that batnt been 
offered — a reappraisal of the value received for 
the $30 billion a year we're pouring into Viet- 
nam. — lee whitegon.

Other dlaeouraKing Inflaanoea, 
aaeh aa no amoking In the ma- 
jority of classrooms at K-State. 
are merely minor laoonyenlences 
~ for the amoker. Hoat atodaata 
who smoke make mp tor this ln> 
convenience by UghtlBg mp tha 
minute thor iMVO fko tatldtac, 
he said. 

ANOTHER factor which may 
glTe atndeDts an alibi for amok- 
ing, Jubelt said. Is cigarettes 
have not been proven definitely 
to be a cause of lung cancer. 
"The statlattn aro oTarwhtimp 
ing, bttt It baa not baon pln- 
pointed. Even If it were, I doubt 
that a Buhatantial nambar ot 
atadenta wMld ftiitt amoklas.** 

K-State raaamblaa most other 
colleges and nntraraltlai In the 
respect that smoking la not poi^ 
mltted la laboratoriea and daaa- 
roomi. In a report by tha Na- 
tional Inter-agency Council on 
SmoUiiK and Haaltb anbmitted 
to all eolloga and nnlveralty 
praatdentB, It was noted that 
laai tban 10 per cent of all major 
Inatltvfekma permit smoking In 
alaiaieama and laba aa a «aaanl 
m atter of praet lw. 

JlTBEUt NOTED that many 
4|'iiutltnttona ban amoking as a 
tira pioeantion. not u an at- 
tempt to safeguard tka hatflb 
of their students. 

Perhaps the moat significant 
point, noted In the report. Is the 
number of schools which allow 
smoking in their health services. 
"In the large institutions, 47.2 
par cent permit smoking by stu- 
dents In health services, while 
not allowing it in classrooms." 

At K-State, smoking is per- 
mitted In Student Health only 
In the patients rooms. No smok- 
ing is allowed in the lobby or 
treatment areas. Jabelt said. 

"This Is mainly for the com- 
fort of the patients. If it really 
makes them feel at ease, they 
can smoke. But we are In no 
way condoning smoking. Tou 
ean aee from the signs in the 
lobby that we are doing every- 
tUns we ean to v&nmSM atn-

a S.O (C) overall or semester

'*HTl'DE5TS WITH tees than 
60 hours are placed on proba- 
tion whenever they have more 
than & grade points leas than a 
2.0 (C> overall or temeater 
average." 

Dismissal standards were also 
changed bued on more than IS 
grade points under a S.O aremse 
on resident work. 

miMGR THR old system, for 
example, a student with 59 hours 
needed to maintain a 1.7 aver- 
age, but at (0 houra, a student 
had to maintain a 2.0 to avoid 
probation. 

Faonlty Senate atao revised 



honors requirements. The prsa- 
ent minimum requirement of IS 
semester hours will now be 12 

semester hours in determining 
the required 3.3 average for 
honors. 

"IT SKKMKO that 12 semes- 
ter hours might fit all colleges 
better than 15," Huston said.

Most of the 
people In this room would not 
be prone to throw a brick be- 
cause they have too much at 
stake — their Jobs and homes. 
But the unemployed have noth- 
ing at stake." 

He asked the audience to 
probe the deep-aeated nature of 
raeisim. 

"I'm blunt because I'm not 
afraid of hurting the employer's 
feelings. The employer baa ofMn 
been the perpetrator of racial In- 
justice." be said. 

Vtdftn HXm A perception 
gap exists between the Negro 
eommnnity and the white eom- 
mnalty. '*Tke white l^nslnoia- 
man will tell you how good 
things are — tow he has no prob- 



lem with hta Negro customers 
and friends. 

"The Negro will tell yon how. 
with his hlKh school diploma in 
hand, be has been rejected for 
Jobs he was qualified for." 

"X0B01IY*H prejudiced. Even 
though we've bad 330 complaints 
on e m pl a yai ent praetlees Md 4T 
on bousing in Kansas this year, 
nobody Is willing to admit 
they're prejudiced," he said. 

He differentiated between 
Southern prejudice and North- 
ern prejudice in noting; the fu- 
tility of the Northern Negro. 

"Nobody dlalikea him, b«t the 
set policies have this effect: 
Northern Negroes are frustrated 
because they csn't find the bat- 
tlefield — they don't know who 
or bow to fight." 

Floyd admitted that one reii- 
son that Negrovt don't find em- 
ptofrmMit In downtown Manbat- 
to* stores Is that they don't ap- 
ply. "But when some do apply, 
moM possible employers give un- 
raeeptlve anawm and some are 
insulting." 

Floyd gave state employment 
atatlatlca. He aaid 97 per cent of 
^te workers are white and one 
percent are Negro. "On the 
county and city levels, the per- 
centages for Nigroea art alMit 
non-existent. Negro JasltOf* 
woald be the only exceptloa." 



THBOrGHOl'T THR country 
most Negroes bold only semi- 
skilled Jobs, he said. "Can laml- 
skllled Jobs support the oeolMmy 
of the Negro communltyT" 

tTnfalr Job-testing prootdores 
should be challenged, Floyd said. 

"Why should a WlcblU aircraft 
company demand prospective Job- 
holders to pass a verbal com- 
prehension and grammar test, 
when thoee seeking employment 
are only going to stand and work 
In an assembly line?" 

"We have slipped backwards 

in terms of race relations; the 
Income gap between white and 
Negro families bas decreased 
rather than Increaiied in the last 
ten years," he said. 

FLOini l«An> segregated 
HchoolH were outlawed by the 
Supreme Court In 1S.14, but to- 
day there are more NegroeH in 
aegregated schools than In 1954, 
"The rate of unemployment bas 
also increased, now being two 
times that of the white commu- 
nity." 

"Sveryooe tells the Nexro to 
get hla high schiral and college 
diploma, bnt based on a Sfft 
census, the Negro with a college 
edacatlon had the median In- 
come eqnIvalMt ot a white per- 
son having ap aifblh grade adn- 
catloo."

"We're not sure what hap- 
pened." said a spokesman for the

us of the descent and we were In 
lommnnicatlon through our eon- 
rol room, but we are jnst not 
sure what happened." 

AIR FdRCae Maj. Michael 
Adams, a Korean war Totsran. 
Wednesday rode the sleek plane 
from the lower boandary of 
space through a death spin to 
the floor of the Nojave Desert. 

NASA investigators bad hoped 
the tape-reoordod oonrorsation 
between Adams and ground con- 
trollers during the flight could 
provide clues as to the cause of 
the craah and why Adams fallod 
to e]eet. 

Adams, 37, Sacramento, Calif,, 
was making his lltb flight in 
the XI 5. The erash marked the 
first fatality in the 8 -year-old 
research program that paved the 
way for BMBiiod apae* flight.

mediate withdrawal from Vietnam, the adminis- 
tration hailed the nearly 2 to 1 margin vote 
again Bt the proposal as a victory for the Presi- 
dent's policy In Southeast Asia. 

THS WXWWMSSBCU was actually meaning- 
lass, and the Tote cannot be termed a Tlctory 
for those who favor eiealatlng the war, or even 
for those who tavor eontinuing with preasn t 
policy. 

All It said was that two-thirds of those who 
voted are against immediate withdrawal. 

Those who support gradual withdrawal were 
Ignored, Even all but the nuMt unreasonable 
doves would have bad to vote against the refer- 
endum because of the way it was worded. 

THE PROPOSAL for "ceasefire and immedi- 
ate withdrawal" is another of the overalmplifl- 
oatlons that ftre mnd^Tins the question of Ameri- 
can involvement in Vietnam. 

The referendum would have been much more 
meaningful If voters had been given at least two 
other alternatives besides the one listed on the 
ballot: increased efforts at negotiations coupled 
with gradual withdrawal as well aa military 
etimlftttoii. 

AS IT was worded, the San Francisco vot- 
ing was an exercise in futility. The administra- 
tion's recognition of the voting as a victory for 
its policy was another exercise in futility. 

Perhaps H would be impossible to word a 
referendum that would express a clear picture 
oi the feeling of the American public toward the 
war. Perhaps the only election that can deter- 
mine that unknown quantity is the election to 
be staged in 1968. — lee whitegon.

TEE BOBWHITE'S grassland habitat needed for 
nesting Includes bruahy and woodland areas for eacape, 
cover. rooBtlng and feeding. 

The life expectancy of a bobwhite Is eight and one 

half months with natural mortality running as high as 
80 per cent of the annual population. The high mortality 
Is not due to a single factor, but more to a combination 
of disease, predatlon, accidents, and weather. 

Vt mHinOK hunting seasons begin late In the 
fUl in most Btatea; howarar, 'by thia time approzlBialely 
SS per cent of the chicks have been loat to natund mor- 
tality. HuntaiMt harvested another SO per cent of the birds. 

The remaining birds face the most difficult time of the 
year. Cover becomes thinner and food becomes scarce. 
By spring leas than 60 per cent of the post hunting sea- 
son population will be alive to breed. 

Management of the bobwhite has undergone several 
historical developments— harvest regulations^ eztanaive 
stoekfag. predaior oonlrol and mom recently habitat 
maaagement. 

REGULATIONS WERE necessary to prevent the 
market hunting that was common In the laat part of the 
18th century and early part of the 19th century. 

Then came the game farm, where quail were hatched, 
raiaad and releaaed. Usually the release sites were areas 
ahready carrying the maifmnm number of birda the habitat 
could support Stocking has been found to be nnauooeas- 
ful in Increasing hunting popttlatlona within the eatab- 
llshed bobwhite range. 

OTHER PHASES include predator control. Preda- 
tors are neither all good nor all bad for a game species. 

If adequate cover Is provided, quail can eacape their 
natural enemies. Few examples of predator control have 
led to anbataatlU incraaaaa in game populatlona. 

Todays hiOiltat improvement whldi provtdea ade- 
quate neatbig cover, eacape cover and food nearby has 
been found to give the greatest population Increases. 

These programs are being developed on limited 
state-owned or leased area. Time is needed to see the 
final results, but habitat improvement haa been the most 
aubatanttal method of increasing the game populations.

As far aa dlHcriminatory practices are concerned, It 
Is iMily the erednloua who wonld entertain that the 
toretgn student or African student Is n ecsisa rfly enjoy- 
ing a haven here at K-State or In Manhattan as a whole. 
In fact It is known that we foreign students bare been 
kl<jklag up sand and dust all over this place ahout those 
aspects of our relationeblp with fh« yoofie here, whMh 
leaves aometbing to be desired. 

ONE GOOD EXAMPLK of this la bousing. Our prob- 
lems may not be exactlT identical to the problems of 
the American Negro students and tbey may not be taken 
the way way same too. because of certain circumstances, 
bat they are proMons idl fho tnie. I would thorefore 
be very surprised if any foreign students start to look 
down on Negroes except perhaps as a carryover of the 
general feeting of apathy that to knows to extol hotween 
various student groups here. The same apathy tsa 
forced certain Internationa ' atndent groupa to alwtfs 
stick by themselves. 

For the Atrlean studeuts aa a group, we hi^ to he 
drawn luto this controvunqr the way we have h ts a 

for various reasons. 

THE STATEMENT made by the coed is the same 
cliche we have heard against other African students 
in other campuses in this country, but which does not 
bold water here at K-State. Essentially, most African 
students were rearod in euvlroBaiettto where peo^o are 
judged by their personallttos Md indlTldnallUes rather 
than tbeir skin color. 

Because of this, even after several years in a society 
llho tha United States, It stni ramataa almost impoaslhle 
for us to Judge people by their color of skin — mnch 
less buUd up comiAeaw about onr own skin color. On 
thM heals. It to aenaeloao tor say to aoenae the Afrleu 
student of discrimination agslurt American Negroes. 
It he does, it would not because et skin color, but maybe 
heeause of ludtvMials and their persoaalttiea. 

The sama ttluattoa «ui exlrt hetwaen two Atrfeaa 
indents and I would hesitate to call that discrimination. 

WHILE WE ARB HERB, we want to make frienda 
with any responsible Amerlwns, pink or hlua. Sbee It 
Is also known that one of the mmiw prohlema eoafroat- 
Ing the White Americans and Negroes Is lack of contact 
and communication, the Afrteaa atudent may weU act. 
even here at K-Atate, as a vev7 li toeltve mm&tmm tor 
hrlaglng the two sides together. 

Untwtnnately, it has been our experience that few 
Amwlean Negroes attond our funetlons— even though 
we have attended theirs. We have not eosiplalBed to 
anyone. Is it not odd therefore that onr coed friend 
should be accusing Africaiu, when it should hare been 
the other way arouadf It to qirile poaiiile that the re- 
lation between Amerteaa Negro itudeata sad Atrtean

"Now pledge classes 
sneak simply to party at another 
campus. There to no practical 
purpose to the ineaks we have

Lilly suggests that Instead of 
a sneak, pledge Masses bold a 
retreat to evaluate their fm- 
tomlty and their individual pnr- 
poee In that fraternity. "Pledges 
could rent a lodge or cabin be- 
fore their tnltiatioa or over some 
school break, and just think 
about thlBt> for a while. Their 
pledv*. tUtm and fraternity 
would benefit mor« than by the 
types of sneaks held now." 

IFC^OOIITROVBRHY over the 
purpoae of pledge sneaki has 
stemmed from recent trouble at 
K-8t«^ concerning pledge 
daiMit from other aampuies 
Ttolttag chapters here. 

"Malt of the trouble to caused 
by visiting pledge daasos, but 
ours ibasa their share. We feel 
that aiir Greek system is more 
mature than others In this mst- 
ter because we have stressed it 
more than at other campuses," 
he said. 

More than 60 per cent of the 
pledge sneaks from K-State 
chapters result tn some kind of 
trouble for the pledge class, 
Lilly said. "Most of the time 
they are drunk by the time they 
KPt to wherever thev art* troing. 



which leads to a lot of the 
trouble." 

OTHKR PROBLEMS Btem- 
ming from sneaks are standing 
up dates at the campus they 
vtolt, stealing trophies and other 
Unas tnm the ehaptor house 
where they stay, and trouble 
with the police. General rowdl- 
neas to almost always present, 
he addad. 

Lniy sees no immediate 
change in IFC policy regwdlng 
pledge sneaks, however. **Tha 
best thing that could be done 
would be to restrict pledge 
elsMWS.to Mmpus when they are 
planning a sneak. This oonld 
not be Justified, so we really 
san't do much about them. Dls- 
dpllaary action will be taken If 
neeaaaary, however." 

UBULY WARNED that stiff 
penalties will be handed to the 
pledge class and chapter which 
Is Involved tn nnneoessary mis- 
chief. Possible punishments are 
fines, probation, or a delay in 
the talttatloli of the pledge dass. 
Punishment will always depend 
on the circumstances, he isaid. 

"No real excuses can be given 
for the type of sneaks which ex- 
ist now," Lilly said. "The pledge 
classes haven't helped them- 
selves at all. What they do at 
other eampusas — ^party — could 
be done here with lesa Inellna- 
tion to cauae trouble."

Bowl officials almoet have otmuiiltted thems^fee 
to tlM OntTwrsI^ of Oklahoiiui, If fbay beat the Univenltir 
of KaiiffBf Saturday at Norman. But besides the bowl 
game, the ontooBM of tbe Bis Blclil title race binges on 
the game. 

OU NOW 18 NO. 1 In the conference with a perfect 
record, followed closely by KU, No. 2, with a 4 and 1 record. 

Our friends down tbe Kaw have surprised everyone 
with their rocord, but they now are playing the real meat 
of th« oonferanoe and their preytons standing Is going 
down. The f^ they don't really play a powarful team 
Is reflected In the national polls. 

KU, however, has not played any teams of real 
strength and won. Their only strong showing was against 
Nebraska, but the Huskera are down and do not resemble 
the power they once were.

THS OAn BMXWDAV will match the two leading 
oontenders for all-Big Eight quarterbaek, OU'a Bobby 
Warmack and KU'a Bob Douglaaa. 

Douglass Is leading the conference In passing and 
individual total offense, while OU, under field general 
Warmack, leads the league in rushing and total scoring 
offense. 

Tbe KU quarterbaek has made a lot of his rushing 
yardafe on Inrbken pass plays when his receivers were 
oovered and he had to scramble and run with the ball. Tbe 
one element Douglass has not been bothered with Is the 
hard rush and strong pursuit. 

Almost every quarterback in the conference will 
vouch for these qualities in the OU defense.

K-State may be faced with 
a $31 million construction 
bill in the next five years 
If It is to adequately serre 
the state and its students. 

This figure would include 
$4.6 million In construction 
already l>egun. $9.8 milHou 
In adTanced planning stages 

and an estimated |ld.5 mttlloin 
to meet additional needs. 

REPRB»RNTINO total invest- 
ment, the figure would have to 
be met. by state and federal 
funds, private contributions and 
revenue bonds. 

The. largest item on the slate 
eoneerhs the College of Votorln- 
ary Medicine. Faced with a 
possible loss of accreditation, 
the college must bring fhellltles 
up to date. 

Estimates for a 10-year pro- 
gram designed to bring the col- 
lege to a i^attafactory level total 
114 million, C. Clyde Jones, vice- 
president for Unlfsfsfty develop- 
ment, said. 

THE KANSAS leglslatnre 
granted a 1110,000 emergeney 
appropriation for planning dntr- 
ing the last session. Although 
no funds have been granted tor 
conetrnetlon, the Board of Re- 
gents has authorized the Uni- 
versity to seek $1.2 million from 
the 1968 session for the 
phase of the project. 

If tbe request for funds Is 
granted, the University will ap» 
ply for matching federal funds, 
Jones said. 

If sufficient funds were made 
available for immedlste con- 
struction the cost would be |12,5 
million; however, construction 
cost Inflation Is expected to 
raise the total by fl.S mttlion 
during tto ie*^sr period, ho 
said.

Immature, Queried 

Inddmits, Mportod and not reported, that oc- 
enred at tbe BOTG teU reriew Thursday should 

not have happened. Actions and motives of some 
demonstrators and some anti-pFoteet spectators 
should be questioned. 

The Uiii¥«nity polity on demomtratloiiat as 
pasted two ^«ars aco by the Student Senate, 
states in part: protestors should contact the Of- 
fice of Student Affairs two days before a planned 
demonstration ; the demonstration should not in- 
terfere with an academic or non-academic ac- 
tivity; and a demonstration should be peaceful. 
Neither group, though both are i&duded under 
tlw poUoy, mat these criteria. 

irSITHES GROUP talked with the Office of 
Student Affairs, although the protestors did in- 
form the ROTC department of their intentions. 

The main question is not what the different 
groups represented hut how they represented 
what they heUeTe. The peace denumstrators did, 
after leaving the drill field, conduct themselTes 
in peaceful manner. Certainly the disturbances 
reported would not have happened if all the spec- 
tators had remained peaceful. 

ALTHOUGH the demonstrators stirred emo- 
tions with their protest, they were certainly 
within their rights to do so. But to some per- 
sons, even to demonstrate is wrong. 

This leads to the spectators who tore pla- 
cards, rubbed manure in the faces of some dem- 
onstrators and threw eggs — not always hitting 
thsir intanded target. These acts w«re not an 
appropriate or mature answer to the protest. 
They were immature. 

THE I>IHCU8810Tr8 that followed these in- 
cidents were In accord with what the demonstra- 
tors should have been trying to do. More of 
these discussion situations will Mng . greater 
though about the policy of the Vietnam war. 

Above all, ft should be remembered that the 
rights supposedly being fought for in Vietnam, 
include the right to disagree peaceably and to 
demonstrate to that end. To attempt to curtail 
that outlet ol demonstration, either by force or 
humiliation, |s not In the best interest of any- 
one's rlght8.4-biH busenberg.

Monkey Business 



Two experiments with mon- 
keys conducted at K-State were 
explained hy R. H. BtdUM dnr- 
Ing Peyehcdogy Clnl!,,.n||M^t^ 
Thursday. 

BntHled "Monkey Businew In 
Psychology," the speeAh ex- 
plained current research tht 
arw. 

The first experiment involved 
environmental change and nat- 
ural physiological rhythm pat- 
terms in> the' body. The* seeond 
concerned the concept of mlddle- 
ness. 

In the environmental experi- 
ment two monkeys were placed 

in itiolation in a telephone booth- 
type apparatus. While in isola- 
tion the monkeys dereloped their 
own feeding schedules. 

ROHI^ WAS interested In 
finding what happened when 

two previously isolated monkeys 
with separate Individual feeding 
schedules were put together. 

He found the dominant one of 
the pair retained his original 
feeding schedule and the sub- 
missive one conformed to the 
dominant one's schedule. 

Feeding schedules like many 
other biological functions of the 
body have a definite rhythmic 
pattern when an Individual is 
isolated. Rohles hypothesised 
soetaMlllty has something to do 
with feeding schedules. 

WHEN ONB monkey changed 
his feSdIng eehednle to agree 

with the more dominant one's, 
this seemed to support his hy- 



cept and IntAlllMBeo In the 

children. 

Last summer Rohles worked 
with children using only verbal 
reinforcement during the test.

K-Staters concerned with con- 
gested traffic in downtown Man- 
hattan may be interested to know 
that City Commissioner Jack 
Goldstein has a proposal that 
may solve the sluggisfc traffic 
movement. 

Goldstein's proposal is baaed 
on a one-way street iystem — ^re- 
volving aronnd the conversion of 
Poynts Ave.. Manhattan's main 
street, to a one-way street be- 
tween Juliette and Second St. 

OTHER PROPOHKD changes 
sapported by Ooldsteia for re* 
vamping Manhattan's traffic pat- 
tern to basically a one-way sys- 
tem are as follows: 

— Hvmboldt St. to be reversed 
and will be one way west from 
Second to Eleventh St. 

— Leavenworth St. to be one- 
way east from Bleveatk St. to 
Third St. 

— Osage St. to be oae-way weet 
from Third St. to Bleveath St 

—Houston St.. already a one- 
way, to be an extended one>imr 
from Seooad St^ to WttHmi%'.UU^,iJiSS3Ssri 

— Pierre St. to be one-wi^ 
east from Seventeenth St. to 
Second St. 

— Colorado St. to be one-way 
west from Second St. to Sevea- 
leentb St. 

— Yuma St. to be one-way east 
from Sevsfateentk St. to Second 
St. 

— Fourth and F'iftb StreeU, 
now both one-way. to be two- 
way streets with parking re- 
stricted to one side. 

Goldstein said the primary 
benefit et his proposal would be 
improvement of traffic circula- 
tion in the downtown area. 

HE QUOTED from the Wllsom 
Report, a survey of Manhattan 
traffic problems, which said; 

"The basic problem in the 
downtown area is lack of clreula- 
tlOB, Improving the character- 
istics of the exiBtfng fltrpets, to 



permit a more effective use of 
the system will reduce mack of 
the congestion wklek exists In 
the downtown arm." 

"One only has to go to any 
modern, progresslTe American 
city to see that one-way Is tke 
only way that traffic can opor* 
ate," Goldstein said. 

'•THB RBASOtH that one-way 
is so vitally important to the 
progresive city Is that when 
there is two-way traffic cross 
traffic has to wornr about the 
scissor action of traffic coming 
from two directions." he added. 

Goldstein Uated several advan- 
tages of his proposals. 

"Making Poynts one-way we 
will have three lanes of traffic 
going east. The right lane and 
the 1^ lane will be for parking 
and turning to the right or the 
left, while the central lane will 
be for ears intending to nMve 



on through the area.* 
said. 

. "KY HAVING three lanea of 
traffic the stack np aad emgee- 

lion that now exists will be re- 
duced tremeadoaaly because the 
center laae eaa alwi^ mom tor- 
ward with the irssa slsaalt" 
explained. 

Dieeasslag traffic problems 
near the campas, Goldstein said 
it may be necessary in the fu- 
ture for the city to widen Ander- 
son Ave. aad add another laae. 

The city will wait anUt tke 
new motel convention center la 
completed and new t raffic pa t- 
terns develop b^l«e»-MMWm9F 
definite plana, he said.

thing of the slightly ruffled hair, the sun-tanned 
face with Its genuine smile, the robust joy In 
living, the press conference wit, the ideals of 
the Peace Corps program and the 50-mtle hikes. 
Kennedy wm a president who will never age. 

WHAT KBiniBlIT made each person feel^ 
especially in this country— Is eehocfl in a portion 
of "Leaves of Qnss." written In 1S66 hy Walt 
Whitman. 

Whitman says of Americana: ". . . their good 
temper and open handedness — ^tbe terrible sig- 
nificance of their elections— the president's tak- 
tttg off hit hat to them not they to him. . . .'* 

Kennedy's stature saluted the American 
people. Whitman's observation of the import- 
ance of our elections is just as tme today as the 
day it was written. 

His term In office seemed to sharpen the 
belief in the importance of the ideas and atti- 
tudes of the people, not in legislation passed or 
not passed. "Ask what you can do'ior your 
ooffemtry,^ lie said. 

WUITMAX AQAIN touches a belief that inm- 
ically was strong when Kennedy was presi- 
dent. This belief still needs to pervade America: 

"Other states indicate themselves in their 
deputies ... but the genius of the United States 
is not best or most in its executives or legis- 
latures, not In Its ambassador or authors or eol- 
ls«ss or tihurahes or parlors, not even In tta 
newspapers or inventors ... but always most 
in the common people."

Certainly the most glaring weakness Saturday was 
the offefialTe line or lack o< it Quarterback BiU Nossek 
constantly was snowed under by the Buffalo dwige doe 
to the lack of support he received. 

K-State's line just doesn't have the horses to com- 
pete with the other lines in the Big Eight. 

E^veryone has criticized the offensive line for their 
play and after seeing the results it would appear that they 
are not trying. They are trying in most instances but 
tkiy Just dont haie the ability. 

One can't blame a guy for being 80 pounds lighter^ 
one-half as quick and twice as slow as the person who op- 
poses him each Saturday. 

One can't really blame them for coming to K-State 
at some people have. I'm sure Doug Weaver and his aides 
oonvlnoed them that they could play Big Bight football 
or they wouldn't have come here in thetlrBt place. Bvery 
boy dreams of playing major college football and here was 
that chance.

More Than Om Problmfli 

Of course, oar offiasive line is not the only prob- 
lam. The detenaive line, outaide of Bill Salat (be gradn- 
atti). ladka the stae, speed and qutidDieM of the teams it 
must compete with. 

Our defensive backfleld also lacks the speed to de- 
tend man-to-man against passes, or to pursue on sweeps 
and quarterback option plays. 

Howefwr, there is help on the way in two of tlMse 
areas. The treahBiaii team has at least two sn eori l s n t see* 
OBdary men In Clarence Eksott and Ron Dickerson. 

Scott intercepted a pass in each of the four fresh 
games and could be starting on the varsity right now. 
Dickerson, like Soott. was recruited specifically as a de- 
fensive back. In the Doug Weaver era, defensive units 
were made up ot men who ooiildn*t make it on offense. 

There are a hort of good linebackers and ends on 
the trosh defensive team and with Lon Austin and Greg 
Mam coming back the defense should be solid except for 
the interior line. The frosh defensive line Is quicker and 
will, with maturing, be bigger than the present varsity 
line, but the esaet amount of talent available la unknown. 

The big problem next year, will again be the offen- 
sive line. It takea time to build a good line. 

Few lines are built around sophomores and while 
there are four or five good linemen on the frosh offense 
it is doubtful If more than one will move up to the vanity 
next year. It takes time for linemen to mature. 

Juco Players the Answer 

This means that lineman must be brought In from 
Junior colleges. Only three Juco players can be brought 
in this spring because that's all the scholarships that are 
available, but more are being soughl for next UXL 

Coaches like to bring players In the spring so they 
can learn the offense but good players can be a great as- 
set, even If they come In the tall. Larry Brown is a good 
example of this. 

The number and quality of these Junior collage Une- 
maa will determine how w^ the program doea next year. 

With tha 
backs and receivers K-State possesses all Bill MoiiSk needs 
is Ume to throw and we're In contention.

The unrestrained and brutal 
use of pollee to disperse campus 
demonstratiims may be the eaose 
of the most serious crisis higher 
education has faced in this cen- 
tury,.

A minimum of 
100 hours ot graded work la 
neeessary for graduation. At the 
discretion of the Instructor some 
sections may be entirely pass- 
fall and will be so designated In 
the line schedule. Final enroll- 
ment decisions for pass-fail must 
be completed dnrtng the first 
week of classes. 

College of Commerce

without disaster. 

But perhaps basically what everyone needs Just now 
Is a bit of solid reassurance. And this is aTatlabre, 'U' 
we look for It. Reassurance that no matter how churn- 
ing things seem to be, tbere la a source of wisdom and 
courage forever available to mankind, even that Qod 
who. as Abrmham Ldnooln said In 1811. "can go wttt 
me, and remain wltb you and be everywhere for good."

Relevance in Education Excites Epstein

A good teacher wants to excite 
Us atodenta tluroiisli his own en- 



This Is the phihMopfay of Leon- 
ard Epstein, English and human- 
ities instructor who is lieginnliig 
his seventh year at K-State. 

*W ME, tbe best teacber re- 
veals quite a bit of himself to his 
students. He wants to oommiinl- 
eate to them what he has seen 
himself, and is more interested in 
them than in the body of material 
be has to cover. He wants to see 
them light up," he said. 

Spate's language fCfveals his 
interest In bis students. "Out of 
all of my years of schooling, only 
about four teachers have 'turned 
me on,' " he said. "They brought 
life Into their classes." 

llpstein leaned baidi m his 
6bBlr. **Wbat we need Ini educa- 
tion is relevance.'* he said. "Tbe 
teacher who is aware of life is Im- 
patient with irrelevancies." 

FOB THIS same reason — irrele- 
▼anee— IBpMeln recently decided 
to give up his doctoral work, 
which he had nearly completed. 
"Something snapped all of a sud- 
den,* he said. "I realized I was 
no longer Interested In working 
towards my Ph.D. I found it Ir- 
relevant to what I am Inlmsted 
In." 

"I'm a scholar within the con- 
fines of teaching," he added. 

According to Epstein, an ad- 
, vanced degree doesn't make an 
educated person. The educated 
p^son sees reladonsUps outside 
his own field and relates all 
knowledge to create a sense of 
the Interrelationships of all life. 

"THE RIGHT kind of education 
can make a person aware of what 
It Is to be human being* and 
tba truly human teacher can com- 
municate this concept" 

He smiled. "Of course, the stu- 
dent has a committment to try as 
hard as he can to learn — to ask 
questions and to be curious. But 
I feel tbe principal respdnslblltty 
Is on the faculty member." 

Epstein believes that an In- 
structor can bring more into the 
classroom than just the day's les- 
son. "A good teacher takes the 



student who is not 'turned on' and 
shows him there are other reali- 
ties besides his own." be ex- 
plained. 

BPSTSIK*8 enthutfasm Is 
shown by the encouraged discus- 
sion in bis classes. One of his stu- 
dents remarked. "We don't talk 
about humanities, but about cur- 
rent topics we all would like to 



"It Is a relief to go Into Mr. 
Bpcteln's dass," another said. 
"He is an exciting individual and 
makes you feel enthused abont 

learning." 

Epstein is troubled by the for- 
mal classroom situations and by 
the emphasis on a letter grade. 
'I don*t believe la grates as they 
are used In mmay courses," be 
said. 

''KANT TIKES, grades are a 
way of showing the teacher that 
his students have listened care- 
fully to what he, God, has said, 
and that they can parody It babk." 

Bpateln dots not fed dlaooa- 
nected from the students. "I guess 

I Identify myself more with the 
students than with the tacuUjr," 
he said. 

Epstein began his work at K- 
State in 1961, following his edu- 
cation at San Fnmeimo State Col- 
lege, where he received his bache- 
lor's degree in philosophy and his 
master's degree In humanities. 
In 1963. he took a year's leave to 
Stanford University in Palo Alto, 
Callt, where be worked on his 
doetofate. 

"I accepted my position here on 
a lark," he said, smiling. "You 
know — everyone should live in the 
Midwest once. But my wife and I 
were captivated by tbe placer* 

**When we returned to, Califor- 
nia in 1968. we couldn't readjust 
We had no time to ourselves; the 
pace was too fast." 

"I'm very happy here," he said. 
"My Job doesn't so absorb me that 
I'm not aware of living, lly 
routine Is broken by—." He 
stopped and motioned his hand 
toward the open window and the 
campus beyond. 

DESPITE HIS contentment at 
K-State, Epstein's dream is to 



teach humanities at a small col- 
lege. "1 am excited about hu- 
manities," he said. I think there 
Is great benefit from teaching this 
at a small college where liberal 
arts Is valued." 

Once described by a student as 
a sort of "hippie," Epstein is In 
sympathy with their emphasis on 
humanity. ''However, I feel an 
oUlgatloa to my fellow man to 
try to improve society, so I dont 
agree with their withdrawal." ▲

Tex Winter doesn't know what to do this year. He 
bas bonaflde talent for a ebange. Um past tbree years 
Tex bas been trying to win with players who weren't win- 
ners. Last summer Winter changed his squad from an 
average team to a Big Eight title contender by going to 
California and coming back with three top Juco players. 

Last Monday's intrasquad scrimmage unveiled play 
that fans haven't seen in years. At one time there were 
five players on the floor and all were^ulck, all could drive, 
all could score, all could rebound and. above all, all oould 
play defense. What a pleasant obanae. 

Starters Named 

Here are my five startere. Tex may not agree and 
he's the coach and authority. Eugene Williams. 6-foot-7. 
226, at center. Williams a California Juco transfer can 
defend any big man in tbe conference. He has very quick 
bands although he's not tremendously Umt He's a weak 
outside shooter but will get more than enougb tip shots 
and rebounds to make up for It. 

Steve Honeycutt. 6-foot- 1, 175, at forward. Honey- 
cutt started at guard last year.

Smashed by US. Firepower 



SAIGON (UPD— Communists 
smashed into a city of 10,000 
near the Cambodian border to- 
day, captured an allied fort and 
attacked a nearby UJ. Bpoetal 
Forces camp. 

American bombers and troops 
smashed the attack and recap- 
tared the milttary basot spokes- 
nea said. 

Fighting under flare light. 
U.S. and government troops re- 
ported killing 98 of the guerril- 
las who charged In human 
waT«i Into tbe district capital ot 
Btt Dop, three miles, from the 
Cambodian border and miles 
north of Saigon.

Apparently hoping to do what 
they tailed to do at Loe Nlnh — 
selM tbe post and tripe ovt its 
detendert — the gnerrillas first 



slammed mortar shells Into the 
border city, terrorising Its res^ 
dents. In three columns the 
Communists then stormed the 
Bu Dop U.S. military advisers 
compound, a local mlUtary 
headqnsrters. 

The guerrillas overran one of 
the baae'a two heavily fortified 
eomponnds. Under the leader- 
ship of 10 U.S. advisers, the al- 
lied defenders retreated to the 
other eorapovad and managed to 
hold off the attackers.

Diary Shows Mutiny Cause 



"War, Matiay- and Revolution in tH Oerman Navy" 
•dttod by DanM Horn (Rnt^rt UnlvvnUr Preia, $10): 
A fasctnating diary kept by a German sailor during 
World War I. Better than most nistory texts, the diary 
of tke lovlr Maman elearlr ahoira whj tha Kalaer*a 
fiercely loyal Bailors exploded ta Biatlar that snaUr 
helsed to tQpple the monarclir. 

iUolpli mUer aaad to rmge tliat the men of the Grand 
Fleet rabeUed only because they were stirred up by Com- 
munist agitators It flte his "stab In the back" theory 
of the defeat of German arms in World War I. This 
diary, prodnead br Ita Intenifent but hambla author In 
a postwar Raehatas haaiing. dMtroiPad aivek of that 
argument. 

The. man who kept the diary was a Bavarian, a 
roansatar who entered the navjr worahlpplng hla Kaiaer, 
bla country and God. But he was different from the 
average sailor who accepted the Prussian bullying of 
the officer elaaa of an older Oermanj. 

He read philosophy and he understood It. He delved 
deeply into mathematics, physics and politics. He did 
not mind taking orders but he liked to he treated like 
a human being. When Oannanjr ptaagad tato World War 
I he, like Kaiser Wilhelm and the village postman, ho- 
llaved Germany had a mission to civiliae the world and 
Pttnlsb Bniland. 

Oddly, thta belief never really died. But as the Al- 
lied bloekada tightened aronnd Germany, as the trench 
warfare drained f antmile raaoaroM, as the food got less 
and worse and the prleea higher, tbe dtaty basan telling 
a tale of a man who grew worried, then sullen, finally 
bitter over the naval officers wbo bullied, who ate West- 
phallaa ham while thahr maa dlaad on watary aonp; who 
sipped chami^lgn whlla tha mm h^lov daeka par^aaad 
expensive eraats beer. 

The diary records the disillusionment. The writer 
aeee otHaara Inaalttns hla Ablpmatea. Aahora ha aaee 
black marketeerlng. He hears politicians lying and 
reads propaganda he knows is talM. > An empty belly 
aapa flrat bla daaira to be a good aallor, tiiaa hta will 
to fight (unless the British , who have no aoah inten- 
tion, attack German ports). Suddenly be seaa the em- 
panir wlthont elothea. The axploaion eomaa wbaa ha 
aaaa ihlpmataa tanprlaoaad tor treaaon beeaase tiMy 
were as hungry as he— and did something about it. 

Finally there he la. Joining in the mutiny, marching 
bAhtaid that *<dlrty HA ras" of a tlas. Oh, God. ha aaya 
la hla laat aati^. whi^ wlU happen to tha FalhartMd. 

Rebel Poet Portrayed 

"The Last Years of a Rebel" by Elizabeth Salter 
(Houghton Mifflin IS): A personal and highly partisan 
view of Dame Edith. Sit well by a young Australian who 
aerved as secretary aad friend ta tha formMaUa ItesUah 
poet during the last eight years of her life. 

The book presumes some knowledge of Dame Edith's 
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work, of her eetabrafad literary faada and the eeeen- 
trieltlM of bar draaa and ityle of life. But given this, and 
a baste sympathy for the subject, it is full of fascinating 
anecdotes and some Insight into the character of this 
ma]or poat of tha SOtb eantvry. 

Miss Salter daacribes the luncheon the regally clad 
Dame Edith gave to heat poets Alan Ginsberg and 
Gregory Corao in her women's elnb and also her annoy- 
ance when tt was reported later that they *bad offered 
her marijuana which she had refused because it "brought 
her out in spots." I am hardly the spot queen," she 
complained. 

Then there is her attachment to the Russian painter 
Paval Tchelltchew, the happy ending of her ilfeloag 
feud with Noel Coward and a marvaloma a3Mluuic« of 
letters with Lord Snow and hla wtfa. novalfat PasMla 
Hansford Johnson. 

Informed by Snow that his wife faara Dama Edith 
will see "a mallelona parody of yonnmir* In an umarory 
character in her forthcoming novel. Dame Edith rapllM 
that she is "terrified" that readers may decide her por- 
trayal of Catherine da Madlel la her book.

he continued that he wasn't sure 
what would happen after that.

ASO was eritletied several 
times during debate because It 
was not offering the services it 
purported to offer.

of NSA. 

Although moat of the delega- 
tions seemed to oppose political 
involvement, they heard a politi- 
cal speech by Harry Edwardo, a 
former professor of sociology at 
San Jose (California) State Col- 
lege and black power advocate.

Bach reporter automatically helps himself to 
a cup of eoflee from a aaiail adjoining room and 
settles Into a discussion of the heated press con- 
ference the day before while waiting for 10 
o'clock. A reporter rests his feet on a magaslne 
rack. 

On the walls above them, formal pictures of 
efory Kansas golramor look down. 

A picture of the late Gov. .Qmg» Doddng Is 
placed next to a picture of Got. John Anderson. 
A space remains between a window and a picture 
of Gov.

Deciding whether to take LSD 
Is a matter of weighing risks 
agalnat gain. Dr. Daniel Freed- 
man, professor and chairman of 
the Department of Psychiatry. 
University of Chicago Medical 
School, told delegates Saturday 
at a drug conference In Chicago, 
III. 

More than 160 delegates from 
10 schools attended p«Ml di^ 
cussions as part of the National 
Student Association (NSA) 
Regional Drug Conference at the 
U nivers ity of Chicago. 

THB RISKS and hm&RtM of 
LSD was the topic of most d^ 
bate. 

"It's cotorlees, odortess, ta«le> 
less and the average dose would 
fit on the head of a pin," Dr. J. 
Thomas Ungerlelder, assistant 
professor of psychiatry. Univer- 
sity of California at Los Angeles 
Medical Center, said. 

"It's not a stimulant, not a 
iepreasant or a tranqnillaer." 
Ungerlelder said. 

Al'THORI'HRS agreed on the 
benefits. "LSD will enhance 
your norcention of the fact that 
yon are perceiving," Freedman 
eald. "It enhances the capacity 
to see qualities: to be Im-

^Do-nothing' ASG 
Offers Little Aid 

What does the Associated Student Govern- 
ments (ASO) have to offer K-State? Judging 
from tbo fointli umual oontemoe In San Fna- 
dMo iMl week, rwf little. 

ASO was founded four years ago to solve the 
problem of communication of Information about 
student government and academic affairs be- 
tween member schools. It was founded solely 
as a service orguiliatlon for the mutual ex- 
change of Ideas and its oonstltution ipodfleally 
states that any matters political In nature are 
strictly off limits for discussion by the group. 

80 FAB the national organisation has offered 
very little of this promised communication of 
information between schools. When the lack of 
political discussion is considered also, what ASO 
offers adds up to sero. 

Several delegates to the conference stated 
that they had received newsletters and other 
correspondence from the National Student As- 
sociation (NSA), an older student group, even 
though they weren't members, but had beard 
nothing from ASG. 

Perhaps the estabUshinent of a permanent 
national office In the future will solve this prob- 
lem. In the past, national headquarters have 
been located at the home school of the national 
president. 

The lack of permanent headquarters and a 
full-time, paid staff presents communication 
problems in Itself. 

BTBH IF this problem la overcome, however, 
it wilt take some time before the young organi- 
sation is mature and experieaoed enough to offer 
the quality and tiiaKtlty ot mtvIm mtm offered 
by NSA. 

MMqr lekes i s teve Wmm *awn to A8Q be-

▼We informational service wHkovt involving 
them in national political issues as NSA would. 

K-State doesn't need this type of orgaalia- 
Uon. Students here are ready to become involved 
in political issues and ASO as it staada cannot 
PtoyMo the •Uuiilai needed to hrlag tkis In- 
folvtmmit AkoBt. 

X-9TATB HAS already solved many ot the 
problems faced by other schools who are now 
members of ASG and even if the organization's 
communication were up to par, there would 
still not be much ASG could offer for some time. 

If ASO la the future li able to ovwoodm the 
type of wrangling that caused the San Prandaoo 
conference to degenerate Into a quagmire ot con- 
fused parliamentary procedure, continued mem- 
bership perhaps might ndt be a total waste, how- 
ever, because K-State does have something to 
offer other member schools.

Marder became Interested in 
WilUam Shakaapeare at the age 
of 17 whan he was eolleetlng 
boofca about religion and the 
Bible. He now has 4,000 books 
about Sbakeapeare, but has sold 
almoat all of bis religion books. 

"The more I study, the less 1 
know." Marder aald. "I used 
to know Shakeapeara'a birth 
date, that he married Ann Hath- 
away, that he grew up in Strat- 
ford, Bngland. and that he died 
i» a apedtle date. Now he haa 
qneatlons about all of thoae 
"facU," he aald. 

"I will glTO a free copy of the 
Shakeapearean Newsletter" to 
anyone who can aak me a quea- 
tion about hlf life that I can 
answer," Marder propoaed. 
Brewater ROgeraon, profewar of 
English, asked Mardw wlMB 
Shakespeare died. 

"That la a good example of 
the problems we encounter,"

Ii peac« so impossible to attain In an area where 
tfe* IhrMt of OMBBuIni atOl larks, or Is aosthMst 
Alia SB area that soon wilt see peace? 

These quMtlons are ones I hope to see answered al 
tho StsdMit CoafomM ob Nattooal Affain (BOONA) 
at Texas A&M, College Station, Texas, next week. As 
a eonterenee delegate, I have spent the last two weeks 
reading information sent bj SCONA ofHeials ud re- 
viewing my own phlloao^y aboat Iks soMdMUtr of paaoe 
In Southeast Asia. 

WHAT HA Vie I learned from this study? I'm not 
positive that I've really gained la any way of mw knowl- 
edge, but I have read a documentary study entitled 
"Communism in Vietnam" by Rodger Swearingen and 
Hamaoad Mph, two profaaaora at Ite Raaaarek laatl- 
tute on Communist Strategy and Propaeaada at the 
University of Southern Callformla. 

The book, doeaaeatad bjr Pmtafoo tetrtltganeo ro> 
ports d^Jad from 1964 to early 1967 and other reports 
by looraailata, Viat Cong prlaonera of war and Soath 
Vtotaanteaa lattf llgaaea, ahowa the riaa ot eommanlwn 
In Vietnam and Ho Chi Mlah'a ahaa la eoadaaUaa sf- 
gresslon against South Vietnam. 

AL»THOVGH I have looked at the book with an 
open mind aa far aa erodlblltty and parpoaa, I find mj* 
self asking questions about its picture ot the Vietnam 
war. There is no mention of the "protest movement." 
■o mmitloB of ir.8. foroln p<dl«r or atratesjr la torau 
of military fighting. The book strictly limits the Vlatp 
nam oonfUct to a study ot commnnlam and how it has 
alfaetod ioathaaat Asia. 

Bat tlMt la mot the entire picture of the war In 
reality, and I hope at the conference, that round-table 
dli«ussloDs and speakers will make both sides clear — 
both "hawk" and "dove."

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Selective Service Possible 1968 Election Issue 



WASHINGTON (CPS) — Al- 
thovgli Coiicmi hM szlMided 
tk« drftft tor fo«r mom ymn* 

the Selective Service System tttll 
may become a campaign iuoe In 
mnt rear's PrMldentlal election. 

It Is highly doubtful that 
either the Democratic or Repub- 
lican candidate will pledge to 
alioUsb Uie draft at this Ume. 
B«t It appeara likely that om ev 
both parties will propose a nam- 
ber of reforms in the military 
system whleh, araons oth«r 
things, may be aimed at 
Ing draft calls to sero. 

Such retonu woold be 
signed to eaeoiirage more yottnc 
l»eople to Tolanteer (or tbe Army 
by making military service ap- 
pear more attractive. The meet 
Important retono would be to 
raise the military pay mle eo 
that it begins at the mlnlmnm 
wage level of efvlUan rates. 

CHANCES THAT Increased 
tpay tor soldiers will he a cam- 
pelcn Issve were boosted last 
week when a Gallup poll showed 
that eight out of ten persons 
favor snch a plan. When an 
Issue has such widespread voter 
appeal, Presidential candidates 
are not likely to ignore It. 

The proposal also is becom- 
ing more popular In Congrew. 
Twenty-two Republican House 
members recently Issued a joint 
statement advocating certain 
military reforms. Including an 
increased pay scale, as a way of 
redvelng draft calls and putting 
the armed forces on a volunteer 
basla. 

Th% House already has taken 
the Initial step by passing a 6.6 
per eent laerease in baste pay for 
the natloB'i 8.S million military 
servteemen. The bill, which 
would cost about H3S million 
In the first year, is expected to 
receive positive action In the 
Senate. 

THE BIG QUESTION is 
whether or not more young 
people win volunteer for the 
military If Congress and tbe 
Pentagon taereaee the beneitta 
for military personel. Most ob- 
servers agreee that military re- 
forms win reenlt In an increased 
number of volunters, but there 
Is disagreement over whether 
there would be enough a«W 
volunteers to end draft calls. 

At least five Congressmen 
think an alt-volunteer army Is 
indeed possible It the right Im- 
provements are made. Their 
ideas appear In a book entitled, 
"How to End The Draft." which 
was pnbliahed this month. 

The Congressmen list 31 
specific recommendations in 
what they My la "the firat ef- 
fort to define systematically a 
specific program of action which 
can lead to an all-volnnteer serv- 
ice and the elimination of draft 
calls." They believe that if tbeir 
recornni- ' ' > ; " ;wtMl, 



an all-volunteer service Is possi- 
ble within two to five years. The 
estimated total moxUmHi eeet te 
$S.96 billion a year. 

AUTHORS OP THE book are 
Republicans Robert Stafford, 
Frank Horton, Richard Schwel- 
ker, Oamer Shrlver, and Charles 
Whalen, Jr. They emphasise 
they are not advocating that the 
Selective SMTlee System be abol- 
ished, hut are merely recom- 
mending reforms which "in- 
dindttally and collectively can 
work to reduce tbe slse of draft 
ealls, hopefully down to sero," 
Bttdt' preoent ebevm- 



Bnt, says I>ong1aa Bailey, re- 
search director for the five Con- 
greumen, "if escalation of the 
war eoBttnmed, resnltlng in the 
need for more servicemen, there 
would still have to be some draft. 
I don't think we could get that 
many to volunteer. But I think 
this plan will be effective In 
ending the draft under tbe pres- 
ent situation and particularly 
nnder real peaee^lme elrevm- 
stances." 

Many of the recommendations 
require no Congressional action 
and could be Implemented im- 
mediately by the Department of 
Defense. 

THB MAJOR proposal needing 
legislative action Involyei mili- 
tary pay increases. "As long as 
heglnnlDg servlcement get paid 
lea* than the minlmiim wage re- 
paired by law, there is no hope 
of ever getting rid of the draft," 
Rep. Stafford says. "If military 
pay scales are not made com- 
mensurate with civilian pay 
scales, many young men who 
may wish to serve may not do so 
for th^ ennnot afford to make 
the financial sacrifice." 

Bailey predicts that legislation 
necessary to encourage an all- 
volunteer service "will either he 
passed next year or in 1989 nn- 
der a Republican Preeldeat and 
a new Congress." 

One problem, he (eels, Ji that 
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PrMtdtfaV Johnson will not want 
to e^MW the proposals since 
thar- are -bring pmhed by Re- 
publicans. Bit he thinks John- 
son will pnsh for them anyway 
If and when he feels it will be 
to his political advantage. And 
Bailey thinks that all the po- 
tential Republican candidates 
for President will endorse the 
proposals and strive for an all> 
volunteer service. 

IN ADDITION to reforming 
the pay awle^ the five Congress- 



men are suggesting a new pro- 
gram of retirement benefits, ex- 
panded ednerfllonal progmms, a 
higher and fixed recruitment ad- 
vertising budget, and expansion 
of n program to replnee some 
nonsombat nnltorm pertottnel 
with etvlllana. 

They also recomaMd roQUire- 
menta that standards iA neeepta- 
btllty tor volnatary enlistment 
not be more difficult than they 
are for the draft. (At the pres- 
ent time. In both the wxmm of 



mental and "moral" Standards, It 
Is possible to be unacceptable for 
voluntary enlistment but to be 
drafted nmHilhelaaa.) 

The proposals of the Repuhli- 
ean Gongrlii eoald provide the 
basle for a major tssne In the 
OOP platform.

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NCAA Manual Laws 1 Teams Close Seasons 



shed Light on Inquiry 



Public opinion had convicted tbe K-SUte athl«tlc 
program after word of tbe NCAA probe leaked out 

Wttbln hours of the leak, many people aseumed that 
Vlnce Gibson's football program bad been thwarted be- 
cause of his recruiting techniques. This type of reaction 
Is typical when officials do not disGloae the facts or are 
not allowed to comment. 

THE ATHLETIC COUNCIL finally said the probe 
dealt with three phases of tbe athletic program: base- 
ball coach Bob Brasher's summer baseball camp, the off- 
season physical fitness program and the termination of 
fiaancial aid to student athletes during the 1966-87 school 
year. But further comment was unavailable. 

The only Information now available is the consti- 
tution, by-laws and official interpretations of the NCAA, 
contained in the 1967 NCAA manual. 

The NCAA has a code of conduct for member Insti- 
tutions and procedures for enforcement of their policies. 
A Committee of Infractions shall "make a thorough in- 
quiry and investigation of all reasonably substltianted 
charges received from responsible sources." It may also 
start an Investigation by its own motion. 

THIS COHHITTEE MAY conduct preliminary In- 
vestigations to detmrmlne the validity of the charges and 
their significance. If the charges are serious enough, 
Umy will send an offloial letter of inquiry to the head of 
tli« miailMr Instttutlon and other affiliated persons. 
K-mmtM Is no>w la this situation. 
A haarlng Is held, aft«r a report by the oommtttee 
Is fUsd, wifli tlM member preeenttng Its oMe to an 18-man 
governing Council. The Council votes, with a two-thirds 
vote necessary to effect disciplinary action. 

NX KBAftUBBS ASS enumerated for disciplinary 
•ction bgr tbe Coandi They range from reprimand and 
censure to suspension of termination of membership. The 
measures basically are designed to allow the Council to 
punish the violatkm according to Ita seriousness and In- 
tent 

These actions, however, will not occur If the school 
shows that it is not in violation of the rules. The question 
now Is: **what is K-State's legal stance?". 

On the baseball summer camp charge, officials must 
negate two possible Tlolatlona. rtr^ **No member of an 
lttstltiitlon*s coaching staff may oondnot or participate In 

any coaching school Involving proepeottve students/' A 
prospective student Is defined as anyone who "Is eligible 
to admission to college or who has enrolled for any aca- 
demic study following completion of his Junior year in 
high idiool.''
